Boyne City’s School Board 
heard the rath of the community 
concerning the hiring of a new 
music teacher at their school 
board meeting Monday night. 

The teacher, who will only be 
hired for a one-hour period of the 
school day, will be Rebecca 
Palmiter, who is also teaching 
part-time for the 
Boyne Falls School System. 

Concerned parents and 
business people from the com- 
munity asked the board to con- 
sider hiring her for more classes 
or periods than just one-hour a 
day. They want the school to 
start increasing the importance 
of a high school band and want 
the board to stand behind the in- 
structor to develop the program. 

Part of the concerns were ex- 
pressed because the band for the 
past several years, has not mar- 
ched in the annual Fourth of July 
parade. Other concerns were ex- 
pressed about the lack of studen- 
ts wanting to participate in the 
band with some parents saying 
the blame belongs with the in- 
structor and the schoo] board. 

One parent suggested the 
present band teacher be replaced 
entirely as he thought the 
teacher wasn't doing the job for 
which he was hired. 

All members of the audience 
were told the position of band 
director has been and will be only 
a one hour per day assignment, 
and hopefully, the new band 
director will be able to create 
some interest in the program so 
that chorus, music appreciation 
and other curriculum changes 
can be made. Those changes 
would also change the status of 
the music teacher and her 
classload. 

Members of the board agreed 
that the school needs a band 
director but said that when they 
started the search for a teacher 
they were looking at someone 
who could teach both musie and 
art. 

Superintendent Rich Kelly 
told the audience that the new 
music teacher knows she will 
have to develop interest in band, 
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and will also be teaching 
privately as well as working at 
Boyne Falls. 

Kelly and Warren Wade, the 
High School Principal, said that if 
the position were open for a full- 
time music and band instructor, 
several teachers from downstate 
would be applying. But that was 
not the case as the school system 
has not yet developed that part of 
the curricula because the need 
hasn't been shown by the studen- 
ts. 

Jim Howell, a member of the 
audience, asked the board to 
allow the new band director and 
music teacher to have full control 
all the way back to the elemen- 
tary level. In that way, Howell 
said, the band director could 
develop the interest with the 
younger students and maybe 
that would carry through to the 
high school level. 

Wade again said, the new 
teacher understands what the 
program needs, and she will be 
doing the best job possible get- 
ting the band out to the public for 
notice. 

Palmiter has had experience 
with marching bands and is 
currently teaching in a summer 
marching band program helping 
students learn about marching 
bands at a music camp. She has a 
masters degree in music from a 
university in Kansas. 

Other teachers hired at the fir- 
st meeting of the school board in- 
cluded Tom Neidhamer as the 
new Building Trades and In- 
dustrial Arts teacher. 
Neidhamer has been teaching in 
the Alba school system for the 
past several years and will take 
over the position formerly held 
by Harold Hamlin. Hamlin 
retired at the end of the past 
school year. 

Replacing another retired 
teacher Charles Britton, will be 
Walter Ewald, who has been 
working as an artist for the past 
several years. Prior to that he 
was an art teacher at a school 
downstate. His position will be as 
a one-half time teacher with the 
system.

Shades of yesteryear will 
sound throughout the downtown 
of East Jordan after the City 
Council approved a request to 
allow concerts Friday nights in 
Memorial Park.

BERRIES 

The early settlers of Michigan 
found many berries growing 
wild. The Indians made good use 
of those berries, drying them for 
winter use. Whole tribes; men, 
women, and children took trips to 
the cranberry marshes, 
blueberry swamps and to 
openings where blackberry and 
raspberry bushes thrived. 

My grandmother who was 
raised on a farm on Davison Rd., 
now part of Flint, told about the 
Indians coming to their area after 
berries from an Indian village 
near Frankenmuth. Many 
writers of past times tell that 
dried berries were the main win- 
ter fruit for colonists and Indians 
alike before orchards were plan- 
ted. 

In Michigan, after the forest 
fires went through, 
huckleberries or blueberries 
grew profusion in the ashes. 
There was a railroad that ran 
from Flint to Fostoria called the 
Huckleberry Line. Mother 
remenibers people from Flint 
taking the Huckleberry early in 
the morning with their pails and 
baskets to the marshes around 
Otter Lake and other places and 
riding home on the late train back 
to Flint in the evening. I see now 
that they have made that railroad 
line a tourist attraction. How 
times change! 

We do not have to work so hard 
to get our berries now, nor do we 
have to dry them for future use. 
We have our beautiful fresh 
frozen berries all year. However, 
I still like to preserve the fresh 
taste in homemade jams and 
jellies; going strictly by the direc- 
tions on the pecton bottles or 
packages. 

Mother served her blueberries 
with fresh cream and sugar, yet 
my daughter and I discovered 
that we really like a bow] of 
frozen blueberries with a little 
2% milk poured over them while 
still frozen and using a sugar sub- 
stitute when we were ona special 
diet to lose a few pounds. Now we 
eat berries this way even when 
not ona diet. 

Our luscious sweet-tasting 
Michigan strawberries are ripe 
now or will be very soon, so let us 
make the most of this favorite 
fruit while it lasts. 

The “kid” in all of us like ice 
cream cones. Try this dessert 
anytime while berries are ripe. 
The perfect ending toa supper on 
the patio.

There is a new anti potato bug 
plant. According to a release 
from the Department of 
Agriculture, a new hybrid potato 
plant has been developed using 
the technique of cell fusion from 
both wild and commercial potato 
plants. 

According to the release, two 
common potato pests are 
repelled by a chemical called lep- 
tine, which is produced by wild 
potato plants. The chemical 
remains in the plant due to the 
hybridizing. It does not pose any 
problem to humans as the 
chemical that repels the insects is 
in the leaf of the plant and not the 
tuber. 

All of this is great news for 
guys like me. I will not plant 
potato plants anymore only 
because I don’t have the time to 
go out and keep spraying or 
dusting the plants after every 
dewy morning. 

The last time I planted 
potatoes, those darn bugs strip- 
ped the entire patch of leaves and 
the potato plants died. 

But the new hybrid may be 
just the answer. It seems that the 
Colorado potato beetle, the 
greatest pest of potatoes, has 
started to develop a tolerance to 
the chemicals many commercial 
farmers are spraying on their 
crops. 

Without the chemicals, the 
bugs will destroy about 50 per- 
cent of a crop, according to what

the USDA says. I think they are 
wrong, only because about 95 
percent of my crop was 
destroyed. 

Another problem insect, the 
potato leaf hopper, is also 
repelled by the hybrid plant. 

So far the only problem with 
the plant is that the potato 
developed, is about half the size 
of the ones we like to eat. 

so the researchers are trying 
to develop another plant that will 
carry all of the right stuff, large 
potato, repels insects, and for 
guys like me, something I can 
plant and forget about until the 
time comes to digit up and eat. 

Perhaps the dairy farmers of 
the nation can have the USDA 
work on a problem or two they 
have so the government doesn’t 
have to buy all of the excess that 
they are producing. 

But, back to the potato, I sure 
do like ’em. I like them as french 
fries, or mashed, or baked. I don’t 
care which way, just as long as I 
can use a lot of that favorite 
cholesterol laced product called 
butter. 

Weare just about to begin the 
greatest time of the year for but- 
ter use, as the sweet cornis early, 
and I have not yet lost my two 
front teeth of my youth sol figure 
I could eat all the ears of corn I 
can afford. 

Ican’t seem to grow a good ear 
of corn either. So I will just have 
to buy my corn at the farmers 
market or some stand out in the 
country. The same with the 
potatoes.

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Topspin the safe way! 


BY RIC PIERPONT 

Wondering why that last ball you hit just went over the back 
fence? Going back to two of our last tips we can find a way to solve 
that problem. Topspin under control will allow you to hit the ball 
as hard as you want and still keep it in the court. It is what all the 
pros now use when they crank up and nail the ball blistering past 
their opponent. 

Tow keys are needed: 1) left-hand 2) simplicity checkpoint- 
racquet face finishes on edge. The left hand or right hand if you 
are left handed is one of the most important ways of controlling 
the ball. By holding it on the throat with your index finger on the 
strings you can change the angle of the racquet face and control 
your contact area which in turn controls where the ball will land. 
It also allows you to change your grip to a semi-western or 
western which will bring the ball down when hitting topspin. 
This might sound a bit complicated but just go out and ex- 
periment with it and see what happens. It is amazing what the 
free hand can do for keeping the ball in the court. Finishing with 
the racquet face on edge will topspin on the ball all by itself and is 
a great checkpoint to make sure you are really hitting with top- 
spin. Another good check is listen for the wissh on your strings 
you should hear when you hit the ball with authority and watch 
it still stay in. 

Again don't be afraid to experiment: that is the the only way 
we learn and it makes tennis so much more fun. Go for it with 
Topspin!
